SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Temptation 20 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains photographic images of explicit sexual activity involving males 
and females, accompanied by sexually explicit text. The sexual activity includes 
masturbation, fellatio, cunnilingus, vaginal and anal intercourse. The females in the 
magazine are presented as, and often appear to be, young persons. The presentation 
includes youthful physical appearance, clothing and jewellery of a style worn by young 
females, and supporting statements in the text such as ‘girls’, ‘school girl’, and ‘young’. 
The females are presented as sexually available, and the publication is designed for 
adult sexual titillation. Because of the presentation of young people engaged in sexual 
activity in a manner that sexualises their youth, the magazine promotes and supports 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The magazine is therefore 
objectionable. The magazine falls within s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with s5, and si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
